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Exporting ruin 


AMERICANS HAVE BEEN TALK- 
ing a lot about trade this campaign 
season, about globalism’s winners 
and losers, and especially about the 
export of American jobs. Yet even 
when globalism is working the way 
it’s supposed to—when Americans 
are exporting things like crops rather 
than jobs—there can be steep social 
and environmental costs. 

One of the ballyhooed successes 
of the North American Free Trade 
Agreement has been the opening of 
Mexico to American farmers, who 
are now selling millions of bushels 
of corn south of the border. But why 
would Mexico, whose people still

How cheap US corn devastates Mexico 
and may cause disaster worldwide 


farmer? Because the American can 
produce it much more cheaply than 
any Mexican farmer can. Actually, 
that’s not quite right—it’s because he 
can sell it much more cheaply. 

This is primarily because of U.S. 
agricultural policies. While one part 
of the U.S. government speaks of the 
need to alleviate Third World pover- 
ty, another is writing subsidy checks 
to American farmers and encourag- 
ing them to overproduce and under- 
sell Third World farmers. 

The river of cheap American com 
began flooding into Mexico after 
NAFTA took affect in 1994. Since 
then, the price of corn in Mexico has 
fallen by half, A 2008 report by the 
Carnegie Endowment says this flood 
has washed away 1.3 million small 
farmers. Unable to compete, they 
have left their land to join the 
swelling pools of Mexico's urban 
unemployed. Others migrate to the 
US. to pick our crops—former farm- 
ers become day laborers. 

The cheap U.S. corn has also 
wreaked havoc on Mexico's land, 
according to the Carnegie report. 
The small-farmers forced off their 
land often sell out to larger farmers 
who grow for export, farmers who 
must adopt far more industrial (and 
especially chemical- and water- 
intensive) practices to compete in the 
international marketplace. Fertilizer 
runoff into the Sea of Cortez starves 
its marine life of oxygen, and 
Mexico's scarce water resources are 
leaching north, one tomato at a time. 

Mexico's industrial farmers now 
produce fruits and vegetables for 
American tables year-round. It’s 
absurd for a country like Mexico— 
whose people are often hungry—to 
use its best land to grow produce for 
a country where food is so abundant 
that its people are obese, but under 
free trade it makes economic sense. 

Meanwhile, the small farmers 
who struggle to hold on in Mexico 
are forced to grow their corn on 
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increasingly marginal lands, which 
contributes to deforestation and soi|_ 
erosion. 

Compounding these environmen- 
tal pressures is the advent of some- 
thing new to Mexico: factory farm- 
ing. Until quite recently, the practice 
of feeding corn to livestock was 
actively discouraged by the Mexican 
government; this was an expression 
of the culture’s quasi-religious rever- 
ence for maize. But those policies 
were reversed in 1994, and, just as it 
has done in the United States, cheap 
corn has fueled the growth of anima! 
feedlots that contribute to water and 
air pollution. 

Cheap American corn in Mexic« 
threatens all corn—Zea mays itsel!— 
and, by extension, all of us who hay 
come to depend on this plant. The 
small Mexican farmers who grow 
corn in southern Mexico are respon 
sible for maintaining the genetic 
diversity of the species. While : 
American farmers raise a small 
handful of hybrids that are ‘nearly 
genetically identical, Mexico's small 
farmers still grow hundreds of dil- 
ferent, open-pollinated varieties, 
commonly called landraces. 

This genetic diversity, the product 
of 10,000 years of human-maize co 
evolution, represents some of the 
most precious and irreplaceable 
information on Earth, as we were 
reminded in 1970 when a fungus 
decimated the American corn crop 
and genes for resistance were found 
in a landrace under cultivation in 
southern Mexico. These landraces 
will survive only as long as the farm- 
ers who cultivate them do. The 
cheap U.S. corn that is driving these 
farmers off their land threatens to 
dry up the pool of genetic diversity 
on which the future of the species 
depends. 

Perhaps froma strictly economic 
point of view free trade, in a com- 
modity like corn appears to be emi- 
nently rational. But look at the same 
phenomenon from a biological point 
of view and it begins to look woeful- 
ly shortsighted, if not mad.

pundit accuses “the media” of hav- 
ing a liberal or left wing bias, I shake 
my head in befuddlement. 

What media outlet are they refer- 
ring to? The National Post? The Globe 
and Mail? CTV News? Dailies owned 
by CanWest Global or Quebecor? The 
only English-language daily newspa- 
per in Canada I'm aware of that could 
legitimately been seen as leaning 
slightly to the left—and I emphasize 
slightly—is the Toronto Star. 

Some also accuse the CBC of a 
leftward tilt, but those accusations 
come mostly from people affiliated 
with the owners of private television 
stations, who hate competing 
against a publicly funded broadcast- 
er. But if it weren't for the CBC— 
which can make decisions based on 
public interest criteria rather than 
maximization of profit—private 
broadcasters could slash their own 
quality standards and make more 
money without looking bad in com- 
parison. 

What right wing critics of the 
press really hate is balance and 
diversity. What makes them 
apoplectic is to see anyone who 
doesn’t support their cause—poor 
people, social activists, even slightly 
left politicians—treated seriously by 
the press. Many right-wingers don’t 
seem to believe anyone else has a 
right to speak and be heard. 

So it’s surprising so many people 
are duped into believing the press 
tilts to the left. Freedom of speech for 
all is not a commie idea: it’s a found- 
ing principle of Canada and every 
other democratic nation. Balanced 
news and diversity in sourcing is the 
foundation of a free and responsible 
press. Unfortunately, the continual 
accusations of bias by the right have 
caused many media decision makers 
to be extra-cautious about present- 
ing the views of left wing voices, 
effectively preventing those who 
don’t share right wing values from 
hearing the views of like-minded 
people. 

I have always leaned a little to the 
left politically, but it wasn’t until I 
worked as a journalist in Ottawa and 
sought balance in my reports about 
national public policy that I really 
grasped how small a presence most 
mainstream media grants to left and 
left-centre views compared to voices 
from the right. 

In the United States, it’s gotten to 
the point that a group of liberal- 
minded investors (including ex-vice 
president Al Gore, who’s certainly 
no radical) have created a new radio 
network called Air America to pro- 
vide an outlet for liberal voices 
silenced by right wing owners and 
their sycophants in U.S. media. 

Thank goodness for the alterna- 
tive press and the Internet, the last 
outposts where people who don’t 
think like Paul Martin, Stephen 
Harper or George W. Bush can find 
others of similar views. For all you 
liberals and lefties who may be feel- 
ing a bit isolated these days, let me

It functions as a kind of 
Reader's Digest of the left, publishing 
articles of note from a broad range o! 
left-leaning publications. It’s updat- 
ed daily, so there's always some- 
thing new to read. Canucks will find 
Canada crops up quite frequently or 
Alternet. One article published earii- 
er this month focused on whether 
progressive-minded American citi- 
zens should consider moving to 
Canada because it is a more tolerant 


society. 

Other U.S. online publications of 
note include Tom Paine (www.tom- 
paine.com) and Common Dreams 
(www.commondreams.org).

Although there are 
several pictures of Tal Brown, 
Houston, and the Fresh restaurants, 
nota single recipe-related photo is to 
be found. It could be argued, howev- 
er, that glossy pictures are a ploy 
used by lesser cookbooks to distract 
the reader from the food's flaws and 
that Fresh’s recipes speak for them- 
selves. 

Fresh at Home is a great read and a 
unique cookbook that any foodie can 
purchase with confidence. Side 
effects will include an obsessive need 
to try every recipe in the book and 
fantasies about opening a Fresh by 
Juice for Life franchise in Edmonton.

Groceries and rent were cheaper, 
work was easier to get, and the 
Oilers would have a fighting chance 
in not only making the playoffs, but 
of actually winning Stanley Cups.

The German film, Good bye Lenin! 
explores the theme of nostalgia and 
progress, but in a quite different 
place: Communist East Germany. 
Who thought things were ever good 
there? 

It seems that there once were bet- 
ter times, better in familiar ways. In 
grainy Super 8, we see two children, 
Alex and Ariane Kerner, playing 
with their mother, Christiane, in 
1978. Things couldn’t be more rosy 
(outwardly, at least). Outer space 
has just received its first German 
cosmonaut: “We were world class,” 
remembers Alex, who narrates 
throughout. 

But soon after, their father defects 


to the West, and Christiane becomes 
despondent—after being institution- 
alized for a short period, she devotes 
herself fully to the socialist father- 
land, as if to compensate for her hus- 
band’s betrayal. For years she leads 
youth groups, writes letters to 
improve the quality of underpants 
for her sister comrades, and receives 
honours from the government for 
her tireless efforts. 

But in 1989, she spots Alex at a 
unification rally (he’s there out of 
boredom, mostly) and falls into a 
coma, where she remains for eight 
years. When she miraculously recov- 
ers, doctors warn her children that 
any kind of shock could send her 
into a heart attack and certain death. 

What would be more shocking to 
her than to learn of the fall of her 
beloved Communism? They decide 
to shield her from this by pretending 
that it didn’t happen, that she was 
out for a mere eight months. This 
means an overhaul—starting with a 
full Communist redecoration of the 
now-modernized flat, visits with 
now-retired Communist leaders, 
and fake newscasts. Luckily, she is 
bedridden—but how long can they 
keep up the charade?

The film’s charms are many, 
beginning with the cast. Daniel 
Bruhl as Alex and Katrin Sass as 
Christiane bring so much love into 
what could be a mere comedy, mov- 
ing the gimmick of the plot into the 
realm of a very touching drama. 
That's not to underplay the clever- 
ness of the gimmick: the painstaking 
attention to the design, dress,and =~ 
cultural oddities of the period are 
tremendously appealing in an 
Austin Powers kind of way. Alex 
and Ariane look cute in their just- 
out-of-step ‘80s retro outfits, and 
their mother seems genuinely happy 
at the meagre pleasures of 
Communist snack foods. And in the 
outside world, Alex and Lara visit 
one of those infamous East German 
nightclubs, a combination of tacky 
and awesome that can only come 
from the sudden unleashing of cre- 
ative freedom that took place in the 
‘90's. 

But of course, the film doesn’t let 
the lie sit so easily. 

The ideological blinders of com- 
munism, the ridiculous deception, 
and the white lies we tell every 
day—they’re all just ways to avoid 
the shock of the truth. Lies often sim- 
plify things, and people will fre- 
quently choose a lie over the truth if 
it makes them feel more comfort- 
able: a certain falsehood versus an 
unfamiliar, unpredictable reality. 

Which is why itis so easy to fall 
into the self-deception of nostalgia. 
People who are trapped in nostalgia 
are fighting a losing battle. By trying 
to hold on to the past, they are ulti- 
mately stunting the development of 
an even better future, but the safety o! 
a known quantity, even ifitismal- 
adaptive or harmful, becomes a 
haven from actually taking a step for- 
ward. But ina way, by preserving the 
society that his mother remembers, 
Alex manages to imagine it better. 

And so does the film. 

A political system, it seems, is 
only as good as those who are prac- 
ticing it. In this case, there’s not a 
kinder, more cooperative, generous 
group of Communists you'll ever 
see. And in contrast to the crass con 
mercialism of the West, East Berlin

THE SON, THE LATEST FROM 


Belgian filmmakers Jean-Pierre and 
Lue Dardennes, is a troubling and 
deeply moving film, but to discuss it 
in too much detail would be a dis- 
service to potential viewers. You 
have to experience The Son in its 
entirety, follow its protagonist at 
close quarters and assess its revela- 
tions as they arise without fore- 
knowledge of what is happening or 
what is going to happen. So if you're 
really intent on seeing The Son, stop 
reading right now and just go see it. 
I recommend it. 

But if you have to read something, 
you should know that the 
Dardennes conceived the film as a 
vehicle for its star, Olivier Gourmet. 
Gourmet featured in the brothers’ 
previous two films, La Promesse 
(1996) and Rosetta (1999), and he 
picked up an award at Cannes for 
his work in The Son. At first, this 
might seem puzzling, as Gourmet 
doesn’t look like that much on 
screen. He plays Olivier, jowly, 
bespectacled teacher of carpentry at 
a vocational training centre. He’s 
brusque, skilled with his hands and 
utterly ordinary. But when a new 


student, Francis (Morgan Marinne) 
arrives at the school, Olivier is obvi- 
ously disquieted. At first, he declines 
to add the boy to his program, 
claiming he’s full up, but he follows 
the new kid through the school cor 
ridors and the streets of the town. 
Eventually lents and allows 
Francis to study carpentry with him, 
even helping him after school to 
catch up to the other kids in the 
class. It’s increasingly obvious that 
Olivier does not see Francis as just 
another student. 

What's amazing about Gourmet’s 
performance is how minimal, self- 
effacing and utterly believable it is 
Without engaging in the displays of 
emotion or quirky characterization 
often mistaken for great perfor- 
mances, Gourmet imbues his charac- 
ter with a soulfulness and dignity 
that’s absolutely essential to the 
story The Son tells. 

What's more impressive is that 
Gourmet conveys this complexity 
and depth even though the camera 
is looking over his shoulder, giving 
us a good view of the back of his 
head, for a considerable portion of 
the movie. 

The Dardennes got their start as 
documentarians and the influence of 
that form is very evident in The Son. 
It’s shot with hand-held cameras, 
often close in to the characters, with 
natural lighting, realistic settings and

VENEZUELA IS THE WORLD'S 
fourth largest oil exporter, yet 80 per 
cent of the population lives in pover- 
ty. In 1998, Hugo Chavez, a former 
paratrooper who had led an attempt- 
ed coup in 1992, was elected presi- 
dent ona populist program. The new 
government began distributing state 
land to peasants, conferring legal sta- 
tus on the barrios, and attempting to 
assert control over the gigantic state 
oil company, Petréleos de Venezuela 
SA (PDVSA). 

Chavez had constantly faced off 
against the opposition (mainly the 
middle and upper classes), but the 
final straw came in early 2002. In 
February, Chavez dismissed the 
directors of PDVSA. When the man- 
agers went on strike in early April, 
many of them were dismissed, and 
so a general strike was called for 
April 9. 

Caught between a well-organized 
opposition and the defection of the 
military command, Chavez was 
deposed on April 11. Amazingly, 
popular support and a counter-coup 


at the presidential palace restored 
him to power just two days later. 

Irish TV journalists Kim Bartley 
and Donnacha O’Briain were in 
Caracas making a documentary 
about Chavez and his reforms. What 
they ended up with is The Revolution 
Will Not Be Televised, a gripping 
account from inside the presidential 
palace of the coup and counter-coup. 

Early on we get some of what 
would have been the profile. There’s 
some background on what led to the 
crisis (although at just 74 minutes, 
the film could have given more), as 
wellas a curious interview with 
Chavez in which he reflects on his 
revolutionary grandfather. But 
events soon overtook the project, and 
the filmmakers end up recording his- 
tory in the making. 

Even more remarkable is what the 
documentary reveals about the role 
of the media in the conflict. The pri- 
vate TV stations in Venezuela were 
mainly controlled by those bitterly 
opposed to Chavez and what he rep- 
resented. Even before the crisis, they 
constantly attacked him, even ques- 
tioning his sanity. Chavez for his part 
had the state network at his disposal, 
and hosted a weekly phone-in show. 

During the coup, the opposition 
was quick to get state TV off the air, 
while the private networks blatantly 
lied about who was shooting at 
whom when the demonstrations 
started getting violent. The counter- 
coup was made possible in part by a 


small group of Chavez supporters 
who managed to get state TV back 
on the air long enough to get out the 
word that the president had not in 
fact resigned. 

The filmmakers had come to 
Venezuela already sympathetic to 
Chavez, and their account of the 
events of April 2002 is unabashedly 
one-sided. This is understandable, 
but they might have filled in the pic- 
ture a bit, not just on Chavez's auto- 
cratic style, but also on his own use 
of the media. After all, part of the 
lead-up to the coup was his forcing 
the private networks to carry presi- 
dential announcements (which they 
did their best to subvert). 

But the bias is what makes the 
movie so gripping. We get to see the 
reactions of the cabinet, both to their 
defeat and to their triumph, which 
they obviously did not expect, and of 
the imprisoned would-be leaders, 
who had just been shown announc- 
ing the suspension of constitutional 
government. 

The film also hints at sinister 
machinations by the opposition. 
Several of them had visited 
Washington not long before the 
coup, and the White House did not 
exactly condemn the overthrow of a 
democratically elected government. 

The film gleefully illustrates the 
likely involvement of the US State 
department in the failed coup at the 
end of the film: Secretary of State 
Colin Powell is shown nervously 
clearing his throat as he concedes 
that the US will have to go on deal- 
ing with the president that the peo- 
ple of Venezuela chose for them- 
selves.

CHILDREN ARE INNOCENT. 
Children are cruel. 

Gabriele Salvatores, the Oscar- 
winning director of Mediterraneo, 
captures this paradox with his 
young actors in his latest film, I'm 
Not Scared. 

Based on a bestselling Italian 
novel, I’m Not Scared centres ona 
10-year-old boy, Michele, who is 
starting to discover truths about 
the kind of person he is and the 
realities of his parents and the 
adult world. Big questions, big 
ideas—but packaged up ina well- 
paced, beautifully-shot thriller. 

The film opens underground, 
the title scratched into the-dirt by 
an unknown hand. The camera 
pans: we are ina field of wheat, in 
a poor rural community in the 
South of Italy. Kids are running a 
race, and the loser must pay the 
price. A chubby girl loses, or at 
least it is decided that she has 
lost—if there is any simpler way 
of demonstrating the problem 
with majority rule, this is it. Her 
fine? She-has to drop her pants. 

Michele is a quiet and intro- 
spective boy, spending much of 
his time making up stories for 
himself and reading comic books 
with a flashlight under the covers. 
He finally steps forward as the 
real loser of the race. He is asked 
to perform a dangerous beam- 
walking stunt in a ruined farm- 
house. A noble sacrifice? Or 
maybe he was just unable to stand 
this game of sexual humiliation. 
With children, the line between 
morality and simple comfort is 
blurry; at this age, things that are 
wrong still feel bad and are best 
avoided. 

What is more uncertain are the 
sophistic arguments of grown-ups 
and, indeed, one’s relationships 
with them. Michele’s mother is an 
anxious shadow of worry and dis- 
cipline, whereas his father is a 
macho, arm-wresting pal who is 
seldom home. He returns this 
time with a souvenir from his 
travels to the city: a model gondo- 
la. And—this is not the Italy of La 
Dolce Vita—the children ask their 
father, “What is it?” Here, they are 
far removed from such civilized 








accoutrements. It is simply the 
dirt, a simple house, and their few 
neighbours. 

Michele’s trust in the world is 
called into question when, poking 
around an abandoned farm with 
his pals, he finds a deep pit in the 
ground, covered with a sheet of 
corrugated metal. Peeking under 
it, he sees... a human foot. 

Rather than tell his parents 
about it, he keeps the secret. Is it a 
corpse? Unable to stand not 
knowing, he returns to the site. In - 
what could be the biggest scare a 
kid could possibly get, he soon 
finds out what is down there, and 
why. 

The plot keeps you engaged, 
but at the same time the film deals 
with questions like “Who can you 
trust when those you trust are 
shown to be untrustworthy?” 
This, to a child, is as close as it 
gets to “is there a god?” To under- 
score this, we are shown tiny ants 
toiling away at their miniscule 
lives, a roadkill snake, and many 
scenes of birds and the sound of 
wings—guardian angels, perhaps 

The child actors in this movie 
are riveting, especially Michele, 
with his doe eyes and skinny 
body—his physical vulnerability 
simply makes the situation seem 
even more dire. But the children 
are never shown as being merely 
innocent, as witnessed in the Lord 
of the Flies bullying in the first 
scene. Instead, Michele’s discover 
ies are seen as a fall from inno- 
cence, where he is first finding the 
freedom to trust his own judg- 
ment. While it is not perfect (the 
musical score is often heavy-hand- 
ed and annoying), I’m Not Scared 
is an interesting psychological 
thriller that has well earned its 
Foreign Language Academy 
Award nomination this year.

The Struts’ debut in 
Biesinger’s basement consisted of 
four original tunes and two songs 
the duo made up on the spot at the 


insistence of the crowd. 

At this point, the Struts could eas- 
ily have disappeared into the annals 
of local rock legend like so many 
one-off bands before them. With 
Anderson already established as a 
playwright and theatre director of 
note and Biesinger cultivating a 
burgeoning career as an illustrator 
for notable Canadian and American 
periodicals, they hardly needed any- 
thing else to keep their hands busy. 
But the Struts struck a chord with 
the listening public and subsequent 
opportunities to perform material- 
ized, quite often alongside other 
two-member bands like Whitey 
Houston and the Twin Fangs that 
were starting to make the rounds in 
Edmonton. 

Anderson and Biesinger credit 
these experiences with forcing them 
to accept their destiny as a real, if not 
entirely serious, band: 

“At first we were kind of thrust 
into bigger shows,” Biesinger says. 

“Which was good for us, it made 
usa band,” Anderson adds. 

“Yeah, it was good and it forced to 
try to appear a little more serious 
than we first appeared” 

“But we always took the music 
seriously, we were always trying to 
write the best possible songs we 
could. We were never capricious 
about it.” . 

The Struts songbook and local

prominence grew, but the players’ 
non-rock commitments made regu- 
lar practicing and gigging difficult. 
Then, following a hiatus, the band 
had a galvanizing experience 

“We took time off last summer,” 
Biesinger recalls, “then we ended up 
playing in Calgary, which proved to 
bea rejuvenating experience and we 
realized, holy shit, there’s a whole 
other world out there we gotta get 
our hands on...” 

“Where boys slow dance with 
each other with their hands in each 
other's back pockets right beside my 
drum kit,” Anderson says. “We 
were refreshed.” 

The Calgary revelation led to all- 
ages shows in some of Alberta's 
rural outposts, which is when the 
band’s queer take on the two-minute 
pop song moved to the forefront. 

“When we played the all ages 
show in Penhold, we wrote ‘Sing 
Along with the Vertical Struts’ lyric 
sheets mostly just to get the lyrics in 
the hands of these kids so they could 
see that we were singing about boys 
kissing girls and boys kissing boys,” 
Anderson says. “They took it seri- 
ously. There were all these kids in 
the punk suspenders and tight jeans, 
standing around with these lyrics 
sheets honestly trying to sing 
along—it was so charming. But I 
saw the one or two kids there that I 
did that for, and I saw the look in 
their eyes and I saw them jump 
around and scream and not feel 
alienated by rock, which is supposed 
to be for them—it's by its nature 
dirty and perverse, if you're doing it 
right.” 

The Struts’ upcoming spate of 
shows is occasioned by the arrival of 
their first seven-inch single (on red 
vinyl, no less). The 45, produced by 
Edmonton musical luminary Nik 
Kozub, will no doubt abet the 
band’s nefarious scheme to dissemi- 
nate the homosexual agenda and, 
god forbid, encourage other young 
people of varying sexual orienta- 
tions to take up instruments and 
rock. Anderson and Biesinger 
couldn’t be more pleased. 

“1 did the math, and it seems to 
me we're the only rock band that’s 
sort of queer happening between 
Toronto's Hidden Cameras—who | 
wouldn't really consider rock—and 
what's going on in the northwestern 
United States,” Biesinger says. “It 
just surprises me that what we're 
doing is not really done often 
around here.” 

“1 don’t know why my people 
don’t embrace the rock,” sa’ 
Anderson. “But I’m hoping that, as 
Raymond said, if you hit your 
drums loud enough, they'll find 
you. Maybe we'll inspire it a bit 
more.”

Edmontonians have been deprived 
of Al's tuminous presence for too 
long; thank the Lord (or whoever 
found the cash to book him) that the 
drought has ended and he’s set to 
play the Jubilee on June 28 as part of 
the just announced Jazz City lineup. 
Now, we could just talk about how 
incredibly cool it is that Al Green is 


coming to town, but that would be 
at the expense of all the other great 
acts signed for the event, which runs 
June 24-July 3 in various venues 
through the city. 

For example: Calexico, darlings of 
the alt country set and the band 
most responsible for making mari- 
achi music hip to college students. 
Or Bullfrog, featuring DJ Kid 
Koala, who tore up the Rev a couple 
of Jazz City’s ago and will no doubt 
do the same this year with their tasty 
mélange of funk, soul, and hip-hop.

WILL DUBYA GET PUNKED? ANGER 
over the political climate in today’s 
USA is the motivating force behind 
Punkvoter, a non-profit organization 
founded by Fat Mike Burkett, vocal- 
ist of NOFX and founder of the Fat 
Wreck Chords record label in San 
Francisco. The goal is to force punk 
rockers to think for themselves 
about the war in Iraq, the U.S. econ- 
omy, the power of media—and 
Bush. To put it in their vernacular, 
punks have always preached social 
change, and punk has always been 
about making that change a reality. 





Some 200-odd bands (and more 
than 30 labels) have joined the cam- 
paign so far, and the first of two 
compilation albums, featuring sever- 
al of the bands involved, was 
released last week. The punks 
involved are attempting to use their 
fame—or notoriety—to explain to 
fans of punk that there are things 
going on in America that are bad and 
that the fans need to get involved. A 
number of music celebrities—includ- 
ing Madonna, Lou Reed, Beastie 
Boys, Jon Bon Jovi, Pear! Jam, 
Bono, and Moby—have, to a varying 
degree, spoken out against the poli- 
Cies of the White House. But 
Punkvoter focuses mainly on the 
fans of punk. 

Among political pundits, 
Punkvoter is seen as yet another 
example of a growing grass-roots 
movement that attempts to find ways 
of its own, beyond the lobbyists of 
Washington, to influence political 
outcomes. Their efficacy is not to be 
underestimated, especially when the 
legalese surrounding political cam- 
paigns restricts the amount of eco- 
nomic contributions that organiza- 
tions are allowed to receive. Non- 
profit political movements are free 
from such restraints, and can there- 
fore attain access to significant—and 
tax exempt—sums from private indi- 
viduals, corporations or unions.

“VE BEEN DEALING WITH LOSS 
and dark shit my whole life: when I 
was ten years old I watched my dad 
die,” Drowning Pool lead singer, 
Jason “Gong” Jones, remarks blunt- 
ly. Jones, who was once homeless, 
and who battled drug and alcohol 
abuse most of his adult life, has seen 
enough adversity to fill a library 
with Edward Gorey-like novels. In 
Jones's case, all that emotional strain 
has been compressed into one heart- 
wrenching, demon-exorcising ode to 
agony and endurance in the form of 
Drowning Pool’s new album, 
Desensitized. 

Nearly three years after an abrupt 
derailment by the death of their orig- 
inal frontman, Dave Williams, this 
LA-based nii-metal act has fought 
their way back onto the charts, with 
a Billboard debut at #17. As his band 
mates still mourn the loss of 
Williams—killed by a sudden heart 
attack while the band was on tour 
with Ozzfest—Jones seems to be the 
perfectly pained piece to finish the 
sorrowful puzzle. He was selected 
from hundreds who submitted 
demos to the band last year but says 
he was strangely calm when it came 
time to audition. 

Jones reveals, “I basically had a 
dream before the audition that I was 
sitting around with [bassist] Stevie 
{Benton], who I'd never met before; I 
asked him ‘What's up man? Do I 
have the gig or not?’ and he said 
‘Dude, you've had the gig the whole 
time.’ That was kind of cool because 
having the dream eased me into the 
audition a little bit.” 

With-the help of his gritty, throat- 
shredding snarl, and with ample 
experience of the darker side of life 
in which the band immerses itself, 
Jones's prophecy came true. It’s his 
gutsy, sorrowful lyrics that make 
Desensitized such a fitting comeback 
for the band, and he says he’s sure 
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Not that the conservative punks are 
totally lost in the undergrowth. Internet 
sites such as GOPunk and Conservative 
Punk are trying to address rivet-clad 
Snots that dislike the Democrats. Their 
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the album will strike a chord with 
listeners. “The world ain’t that damn 
happy; it’s hard to get through the 
darker experiences in life, and 
nobody's life is perfect,” Jones 
explains. “Music takes you to a dif- 
ferent headspace, and that’s a really 
good thing when you're going 
through something. It’s always 
helped me—listening to and making 
music is a therapeutic thing.” 

Drawing on personal experience 
for inspiration, Jones helped the 
band create a truly somber album 
that reflects their collective hard- 
ships. He admits many of the tracks 
he scripted are extremely intimate 
but says he doesn’t regret revealing 
any of it. “For me, lyrics can’t be ‘too 
personal’, because I’m not scared of 
what I'm saying or what is coming 
out of my mind,” he comments. 
“Throughout my life I’ve had to deal 
with friends passing and all that shit, 
so the writing I did on this album 
was just from my own experience. I 
just hope other people get some- 
thing out of it.” 

With a hit album on their hands 
and a string of big tours planned for 
the summer, things are finally look-- 
ing up for Jones and the rest of the 
Drowning Pool boys. “Doing the 
video for our first single has been the 
best part so far. Getting to hang out 
with a bunch of beautiful ladies was 
really fun—it was a damn good time 
in fact,” Jones laughs. “T haven't 
bought a thing yet because I still 
don’t have any money... but if our 
album goes platinum I’m going to 
buy a big-ass wedding ring for 
Stevie.”

DAMAGEPLAN 


“WE GO OUT AND RAISE FUCK 
in’ hell—it’s just in our blood,” 
Damageplan guitarist Dimebag 
Darrell enthuses. Formed out of the 
ashes of the hardest hitting band to 
ever crawl out of the capital-punish- 
ment-loving state of Texas, 
Damageplan features the same two 
sel-abusive, anger-management 
flunkees that brought to the world 
the notorious Pantera. Siblings 
Dimebag Darrell and Vinnie Paul 
may be causing mayhem under a 
new moniker these days, but it seems 
not much else is different for this tit- 
tie-bar loving, substance-abusing, 
 hard-rocking duo—and they don’t 
plan on changing their deviant ways 
any time soon. 

After the demise of Pantera, 
which came to an end last year 
when singer Philip Anselmo sur- 
prised the band by quitting, Darrell 
and Paul couldn’t help but feel a lit- 
tle burned. But, like the true 
destructive geniuses that they are, it 
wasn’t long before that newly 
found angst turned into fuel for 
another project. “When Pantera 
broke up it wasn’t a cool thing at all 
because me and Vinnie had 
planned on doing it forever, but 
obviously other people had differ- 
ent agendas, so that’s just what hap- 
pened,” Darrell explains. “We 
never thought about quitting 
music—this shit runs too deep in 
our veins. It’s what I was put on the 
earth to do, and I don’t know what 
else I'd do with myself if it wasn’t 
this. 

“We'll be doing this until we're 
physically incapable,” Darrell 
asserts without a hint of hesitation. 
‘We love interacting with the fans, 
hanging out with the bands we tour 
with, getting fucked up, going to 
different tittie bars, and seeing dif- 
ferent towns—the whole package is 
great.” 

After twelve years, which the 
brothers have more or less spent 
constantly abusing themselves on 
the road, you would be inclined to 
think Darrell and Paul would be on 
their last partying legs. However, 
Darrell is adamant they will contin- 
ue to live up to their legend as long 
as possible. 

“There’s a lot of bands that get on 
their busses to watch movies or play 
Gameboy all night, but we're com- 
pletely the opposite to that. We're 
completely un-conservative and 
completely in hell-raise mode all the 
time. This is what we do: we're 
Damageplan—we just stay burnt 
out. We fuckin’ tear it up as hard as 
We can every fuckin’ night, then we 
wake up going, ‘Goddamn.’ We feel 
‘tevery morning, but we roll out of 
bed, get ourselves re-hydrated, put 
some food down, then get back in 
the game and go again. We don’t 
waste a fuckin’ night.”

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although I was never unhappy with 
the music we were making, it 
became one-dimensional, and we 
wanted to open things back up,” 
Darrell reveals. “We've still got all 
the angles of heavy music that 
Pantera had, but now it’s got more 
melody, and there’s even some stuff 
that is even heavier than what we 
did with Pantera—it’s just way 
more diverse.

DAVE LANG 

Some bands like to educate us 
with their pseudo-intellectual social 
commentary; some like to wax poet- 
ic about personal demons, girls, and 
skateboards; others prefer to bore us 
with masturbatory guitar wanking 
and drawn-out musical composi- 
tions.

“We were in the 
middle of nowhere, and this guy had 
a huge shed full of pianos that he’s 
fixed up, so we sat out and played 
music until four in the morning. There 
was no light, and a huge rainstorm 
blew in—we just lit a bunch of can- 
dles, and it was pretty amazing. It’s 
moments like those that make the 
musician life so amazing for me.”

IT’S A STRETCH, YES, TO COM- 
pare Canadian gee-rage rawkers the 
Evaporators to pop hop sensations 
Outkast. Yet, spiritually, Andre 3000 
and Much Music celebrity-interroga- 
tor/Evaps frontman Nardwuar the 
Human Serviette are cut from two 
shades of the same plaid cloth. If the 
lyrics of Andre’s The Love Below disc 
are semi-retarded, Nardwuar’s Evaps 
lyrics are a semi (honk! honk!) 
loaded with retarded. Although the 
latter’s antics and chicken squabble 
voice inspire loving, hating, and 
head scratching, Nardwuar is, like 
Andre, an undeniable mountain of 
entertainment.

IN ADDITION TO BEING CANADA‘S 
“snowbird” capital, Victoria, B.C., 
has a few other claims to fame—the 
most places that serve High Tea per 
capita, that super-creepy wax muse- 
um, and a scenic ocean-front har- 
bour that teems with buskers. 

It is in this last milieu that the 
young David Barclay and Emily 
Beliveau made their musical debut. 

“Victoria's a very busking-friend- 
ly town,” explains Barclay. “You can 
really pull in the cash if you play 
some recognizable tunes. And I was 
really into doo-wop and, like, Everly 
Brothers’ songs and Beach Boys’ 
songs. | thought we could do a pret- 
ty good job of playing songs that 
were interesting with just two 
singers and a guitar.” 

After moving to Montreal for uni- 
versity, the duo laid low fora while 








but resurfaced two years ago to start 
playing shows again as The 
Diskettes. Barclay admits that the 
moniker is a bit of a misnomer for a 
group that relies on one guitar, twa 
Voices, and some finger snaps and 
shakers for most of their songs: “We 
played a show, and I guess the guy 
who did the poster hadn’t heard us 
before, He was just, like, ‘Oh, these 
guys must be some sort of techno, 
electro-rock thing,’ And he did these 
really electro posters with, like, 
guests written in LED font. It was 


packaging too! I’m not alone on this! 
Recently Morrissey criticized The 
Strokes for poor album design.

THE PROBLEM WITH BEING A MACHINE 
is that there’s no room for the human 
imperfection and error that are elemen- 
tal in the “soul” of soul music. 

Cee-Lo Green correctly proclaims 
himself a Soul Machine and regurgi- 
tates soul music from the likes of 
George Clinton, the Reverend Al Green, 
and the contemporary production wiz- 
ard Timbaland, the instant hit-maker 
who shows up on more than a few 
tracks on this record. 

The Soul Machine is catchy and 
funky, and you are correct to feel 
manipulated when you can't stop shak- 
ing your ass, doing the robot, or grind- 
ing with your pretend dance partner. 
But don't let your guard down too 
much —Cee-lo could take it the wrong 
way. “Put your fanny in the air if you're 
the one, girl” sings the Soul Machine 
on “The One" as he tries to find his 
soul mate in the crowd. Is it you? Yes, 
if you don't mind style over substance, 
cheesy, vapid lyrics, and a wrathful 
temper. The liner notes warns us: “To 
those of you who have wronged me 
(you know who you are, don’t you’), 
whether you like it or not you will FEAR 
GOD! With deepest empathy.” 

Yipes! Seems Cee-Lo is also the 
Scary Machine! 

Thank goodness America can ignore 
the wrath of God with words of 
Inspiration from William Hung, the 
worst singer to ever find fame through 
American Idol. Though not asked to 


compete in the competition, he was 
given a recording contract because so 
many people find his indomitable spirit 
inspiring. 
Hung can't sing. Worse than that, he’s, 
like, the Anti-Sing. On /nspiration he, 
like, groans his way through Ricky 
Martin covers, “Rocket Man,” and 
“Hotel California.” The producer, 
astutely intuiting every listener's need 
for a break from Hung's “I’m dying” 
sounds, included Hung’s “inspira- 
tional” spoken word pieces on subjects 
such as Passion, Perseverance, and 
Being Yourself. Hung, untalented as he 
is, has heart. Now, Timbaland should 
get a hold of this...

IT’S STUDENT ART SHOW SEA- 
son: the Bachelor of Design show went 
up earlier last month, and we're now 
in the final couple of days for the 
Bachelor of Fine Arts exhibition at the 
University of Alberta's Fine Arts 
Gallery. 

But what of those who are no 
longer affiliated with an institution, 
those who are presumably taking 
their degrees and now “being” artists? 

Five young local artists are part of 
Fresh, a group show at Latitude 53 
that showcases the work of emerging 
no-longer-students. Hri Neil, Tim 
Rechner, Gabriela Rosende, Jana 
Hargarten and Jenika Sobolewska 
have all been working as artists for 
between two and five years since com- 
pleting art school, and according to 
curator Todd Janes, they are just begin- 
ning to branch out into more interest- 
ing directions. 

"Part of curating Fresh was looking 
atartists who had gone to school— 
here or elsewhere—and are now living 
here and were producing art and look- 
ing at the kinds of things they were 
doing,” explains Janes, who is also 53's 
executive director. Here is a window 
into fresh ives or new in| 
tations. When people look at the show, 
the work feels like Edmonton work, 
and I thinkit’s good. This could be 
shown anywhere in Canada; it could 
stand up to other emerging artists’ work 
and fare well.” 

Fresh is diverse: Rosende’s video

installation is tucked away in Latitude’s 
reception area, and in the main space, 
Rechner has covered an entire wall with 
his scribbly, colourful drawings and 
paintings. The other two walls feature 
Hargarten’s photorealistic paintings of 
advertising images and Soboloewska’s 
chunky wood cutouts printed with 
images of a sweater; Hri Neil’s video 
projections and sound installation 
reside in a walled-off comer. 

“Originally I wanted to doa survey 
show of work that was happening in 
the city by emerging artists similar to 
Alberta Biennial, focusing on 
Edmonton artists. It was kind of differ- 
ent from the kind of curatorial work 
that I do, which is usually thematically- 
based or around a topic or an issue. But 
then, as it started to think about this 
more, I said, ‘Wow! This is more about 
a certain aesthetic feel.’ 

Janes sees the five artists as moving 
away from the influence of their 
respective art schools and beginning of 
an exploration of their personal aesthet- 
ics. 
"In many ways the U of A is the pri- 
mary institution that develops artists in 
the city, but here were artists looking at 
different disciplines [other] than just 
printmaking, painting, drawing and 
seul 


"Gabriela Rosedne has a BFA in 
painting and drawing is now doing 
video installation work, Hri Neil grad- 
uated from Concordia in Montreal 
with a degree in painting [and] is now 
doing sound sculptures and audiovisu- 
al work Jana Hartgarten’s work is 
about, Is painting dead? Is it just repre- 
sentations, is it impressionistic?’ She is 
still doing painting, but in a different 
way, asking questions about the 
authenticity of art."

the lost weekend is a rite of passage 
for young men, especially those 
who've known each other for years. 
3...2...1, which closes Azimuth 
Theatre’s season takes on the phe- 
nomenon, locking two friends, Kyle 
and Clint in a garage with a gargan- 
tuan stash of drugs and booze. 
The play is the creation of Chris 
Craddock and Nathan Cukow, who 
are secretive about the plot but 
enthusiastic about the topic they’re 
exploring. Craddock says the play’s 
title comes directly from the count- 
down to slamming a really potent 
shooter, among other things “On the 
surface there's the countdown toa 
major feat—in this case a feat of 
drinking. It’s a bender play; we're 
interested in exploring what a ben- 
der’s for. Why do certain young men 
seek oblivion and how much cana 
body handle and still survive?” 
Both Cukow and Craddock have 
drawn from their experiences of 
growing up in rural Canada to cre- 

~ ate the piece. Cukow says the work, 
set ina Northern Alberta garage, isa 
microcosm of the growing up expe- 
rience. “This isn’t a high class ben- 
der, it’s a rural one. It speaks about 
two friends, close friends and what 
the bender can accomplish for them. 
There are deep reasons behind these 
two guys locking themselves in this 
space, there are deep reasons which 
concern their friendship.” 
“It's about masculinity,” says 
Craddock, “not from the perspective 
of enlightened university educated, 
urban guys but what rural guys who 
don’t have Tai Bo as an outlet do 
when they have to process their feel- 
ings.” 
intoxicants in this case are a catalyst 
for truth telling: while they lower 
inhibitions, they also mask pain, 
making it easier to deal with and 
talk about, says Craddock “In this 
case the drugs etc impair judgment, 
but the guys can talk to each other. 
We've all seen weepy drunks or 
screaming acid heads—the guard 
goes down and feelings come out”.

The two performers have known 
each other since 1998 when Cukow, 
a recent graduate of the American 
Academy of Music and Dramatic 
Art, arrived in Edmonton, and 
they've worked together a fair bit on 
shows like HA!, All in the Timing, The 
Day Billy Lived. and the “much 
maligned” The Critic. The relation- 
ship is solid: the two discovered 
shared experiences—growing up in 
fundamentalist families in rural set- 
tings. They agree that growing up in 
a big city is far safer than a rural 
town. “Sure it’s great from (0-12, but 
you need more people around you 
when you're a teen,” says Craddock. 
Cukow, himself a survivor many a 
bucolic bender, says, “There are just 
more people to fit in with”. 


Collaborating is a new experience 
for the two. Both are well known for 
their solo work—Moving Along and 
Dream Life for Craddock, Stand-Up 
Homo for Cukow. The process has 
been all beer and spliffs. “We 
haven't had a single fight,” says 
Cukow. “It’s been all giggly.” 

“It’s been very open,” says 
Craddock. “No power struggles and 
we've each brought a lot to the table. 
It’s been an ideal collaboration, great 
for our creativity.” 

As for 3... 2... 1, both performers 
promise an emotional roller coaster. 
“We're going to make you laugh so 
hard your stomach hurts,” 
Craddock notes with some glee. 
“Then we'll punch it hard”.

But production doesn’t hit all the right notes

A CYNIC MIGHT DISMISS THE 
Citadel's season-ending production 
of The Sound of Music as a classic 
example of the triumph of com- 
merce over art. Certainly the show’s 
two-week extension announced 
almost immediately after opening to 
capacity houses demonstrates that 
Citadel artistic director Bob Baker is 
a shrewd businessman. 

A cynic would also do well to 
remember that director Tom Wood 
has revived hearts buried beneath 
department store drivel through his 
brilliant treatment of another brand- 
name story in the Citadel’s now- 
annual annual production of 
Dickens’ A Christmas Story. 

The stakes for Sound of Music are 
incredibly high. It is perhaps the 
most loved musical of all time, its 
movie version a staple of television 
programming, its songs among the 
most popular to have appeared on 
Broadway, its two stars irrevocably 
fixed in the constellations of celebri- 


ty. 
Loretta Bailey, especially, who 
tackles Maria with a flighty charm, is 





performing ona very high wire. 
And Wood has never been a director 
to abandon his actors. He has fash- 
ioned a confidence building net by 
heightening the show‘s emotional— 
as opposed to musical—impact. 

The stage play, deftly handled, 
should evoke feelings to which we 
have otherwise become inured 
when, watching the movie, we wait 
to sing along with yet another famil- 
iar tune. 

In particular, the desperate loneli- 
ness of the Von Trapp children for a 
meaningful connection to a loving 
adult strikes home with much 
greater effect on stage, when the 
children are real, than it does when 
they are two-dimensional patterns of 
light on TV. 

Among the strengths of this pro- 
duction is its child and young adult 
actors, whose enthusiastic embrace 
of their new governess is deeply res- 
onant. It’s a testament to Wood and 
Bailey that they are able to draw 
such charming performances from 
their under-age colleagues. 

But, on the whole, this Sound of 
Music is not up to the standard 
established by A Christmas Story. 
This production is often sweet 
enough to fast-track cavities. The 
best way to balance that is with a lit- 
tle acerbic bite, which is supplied 
almost exclusively by one actor, Jan 
Alexandra Smith, who plays Von 
Trapp’s eager seductress Elsa 


Schraeder. 

In the movie, Schraeder is an 
urbane ice princess, infatuated as 
much by Von Trapp’s reputation as 
his character—such as it is. He is, 
after all, a navy veteran who whis- 
tles for his children, a widower with- 
drawn so deeply into mourning that 
he flees from the memories that pos- 
sess his home. In the play, Schraeder 
is a business tycoon and her antici- 
pated marriage to Von Trapp is 
more a corporate merger than a high 
society partnership. Smith brings a 
vitality and warmth to her portrayal, 
without sacrificing wit, that is a wel- 
come antidote to the cutesy antics 
that must be supervised by Bailey. 
Jan Filips, who plays Captain Von 


Trapp, the object of desire in The 


College 





Sound of Music, renders that desire 
doubly obscure in this production. 
His performance oscillates between 
bemused detachment and rote 
indignation, neither of which estab- 
lishes the emotional foundation nec- 
essary to make his romance with 
either woman intelligible. The scene 
in which he slips the engagement 
ring, still warm from Schraeder’s fin- 
ger, on to Maria’s hand is especially 
disconcerting. Filips comes across 
more like an errant Hugh Hefner 
than a man who has finally rediscov- 
ered true love. 

The German element is handled 
with varied success. When the 
swastika descends from the rafters 
before the Von Trapp family sings at 
the Salzburg music festival, the hov- 


ering, beacon of evil is incendiary. 
The red banner, lit to the brink of 
combustion, stands out like a flame 
in stark contrast to the plain black 
curtain that is its backdrop. 

The German characters, on the 
other hand, whose stage business is 
much too rushed, fail to ignite and 
border on cartoon villainy, with one 
exception. Roman Pfob, an imposing, 
figure in a full-length leather over- 
coat, seems to understand that 
power need not hurry and his per- 
formance as Admiral von Schreiber 
is menacingly measured. 

Other very strong performances 
include Elizabeth Stepkowski 
Tarhan’s Mother Abbess, who pro- 
vides this version with its strongest 
musical moments, and Diane 
Hollingsworth’s Frau Schmidt, who 
brings just the right mix of wry 
annoyance and camouflaged con- 
cern to her role as the Von Trapp’s 
housekeeper. 

Leslie Frankish’s set and costume 
design are her usual high standard, 
though the scenes in the abbey seem 
alittle pinched on the apron of the 
stage. Visually, one of the most 
appealing moments of this produc- 
tionis when the children first appear 
before their father in the play clothes 
Maria has crafted from her old cur- 
tains—the Von Trapp clan, much to 
their repressed father’s dismay, 
looks like a troupe of al fresco vaude- 
villians. 

Musical director Don Horsburgh 
also deserves mention for having 
assembled a crack orchestra that 
ably supports the singing cast and 
brings to life the familiar music.

But Sicilian Pasta Kitchen offerings 
overcome solo-diner blues

C0 ee eee 
I’M NOT SAYING THERE'S A CON- 
scious decision on anyone’s part to 
provide less than excellent service to 
someone who is dining alone, but as 
a frequent solo diner, I have felt first- 
hand the apparent indifference 
sometimes directed toward a table 
for one. | mean, sure, a solo diner 
doesn’t require quite as much atten- 
tion and, from a practical standpoint, 
a solo diner is going to eat less—and 
consequently tip less—than a larger 
party, but since a solo diner doesn’t 
have the diversion of sparkling con- 
versation, he or she is a lot more like- 
ly to notice when his or her wishes 
aren’t attended to in a reasonable 
time frame. 

I'm certainly not going to fault the 
Sicilian Pasta Kitchen, which puts up 
some damn good food in a comfort- 
able atmosphere and has numerous 
capable, attractive and friendly 
servers in its employ. But when I 
stand at the front near that sign that 
tells me to wait to be seated within 
clear view of a cluster of black-clad 
serving-type people congregated 
near the bar, I'd likea little eye con- 
tact after a couple of minutes. I’m 
willing to be seated behind a pillar, 
so long as it doesn’t render me invis- 
ible to the person who is serving me. 
And I'll good-naturedly recognize 
that said server might need to be 
prompted with a significant glance 
when the request I’ve made for a 
beverage or a bill seems to have been 
forgotten. But when all these things 
happen (repeatedly in the latter case) 
in the space of the same meal, | start 
to suspect that I’ve been afflicted 
with solo-dineritis. 

Okay, now that the bitching is out 
of the way, let’s talk about the food. 

Sicilian Pasta Kitchen has a great 
reputation on almost every count— 
the food is made from scratch, 
there’s an impressive selection of 
pasta, pizza, entrees and appetizers, 
and the portions are generous, 
which wouldn't be such a big deal if 
the food weren’t so consistently 
good. But I’ve never been disap- 
pointed by a meal at the Sicilian 
Pasta Kitchen, and this meal would 


be no different 

After securing a glass of valpoli- 
cella ($6), | surveyed the menu and 
made a couple of quick decisions. I'd 
start with a small spinach salad 
($6.25) with mushrooms and shrimp 
in a balsamic vinaigrette, a light pre- 
amble to my perennial favourite, the 
Penne Alla Diavola ($13.50), featur- 
ing strips of grilled chicken and wee 
baby lobster tossed with the diced 
tomatoes and the eponymous pasta 
in a cayenne cream sauce. 

The salad, large for a putatively 
small order, came topped with plen- 
ty of plump chilled shrimp and 
sliced mushrooms that lasted all the 
way through the abundant serving 
of spinach and just the right amount 
of dressing. Most importantly, it 
wasn't too filling, as I knew I'd have 
my chewing work cut out for me 
with the main course. 

The bowl of penne was, as expect- 
ed, enormous and loaded with the 
other key ingredients as well. Baby 
lobster looks like shrimp, only dark- 
er, but tastes just like lobster, which 
is one of my favourite foods, so I 
was grateful to be provided such a 
lavish amount of them. The cream 
sauce contained just the right 
amount of cayenne to add a hint of 
heat, but it didn’t overwhelm the 
other flavours even cumulatively, 
while garlic, fresh ground pepper 
and fresh herbs rounded out the sea- 
soning perfectly. The chicken was a 
tad overdone, but I was still glad it 
was there. 

Having entered the restaurant 
ravenously hungry, I was pleased 
with myself for making it slightly 
more than half-way through the dish 
before having to lay down my fork. 
Past experience had taught me that 
Sicilian Pasta Kitchen leftovers make 
a satisfying lunch or dinner the next 
day. An expertly made Americano 
($2) proved a fine denouement. 

Just so you know I’m not some 
kind of nitpicking jerk, I left a decent 
tip because, even if the service 
wasn’t unerringly attentive, the 
apologies were entirely sincere. Of 
course I'll go back to Sicilian Pasta 
Kitchen—again and again, in fact. 
Next time, though, I’m bringing a 
date.

A Dear John Dot-Com 


Going online to break it off 


THEY SAY YOU CAN’T BUY LOVE 
or happiness, but now you can buy your 
way out of a bad relationship. With online 
matchmakers flourishing, countless e- 
friendships are headed nowhere and beg- 
ging for a merciful conclusion. Enter the 
Web-based assisted breakup service, the 
next step in the evolution of online relation- 
ship management. For those people without 
the skills, tact or nerve to handle their own 
good-byes, breakupservice.com can do the 
deed, getting rid of your lover, significant 
other, business associate or annoying friend 
using “as soft a blow as possible.” 

Launched two years ago by husband- 
and-wife co-founders Ren and Deanna 
Thompson, the Web site was conceived 
when Deanna was forced to consider the 
best way to divest herself of questionable 
suitors. The pair met after she posted a per- 
sonal ad online, which not only attracted her 
future husband, but a slew of less-than- 
desirable prospects. “Deanna got so many 
freaks that she asked, ‘How do you get rid 
of these guys if you choose the wrong one,” 
reports Ren, who serves as part-time compa- 
ny president and spokesman while main- 
taining a full-time job in the high-tech indus- 
try. “We recognized that there weren’t any 
complementary businesses to help with the 
fallout when things didn’t work out.” 
Breakupservice.com offers two basic ser- 
vices: a “Dear John” letter (sent by certified 
mail) which expresses the intentions of the 
individual wishing to end the relationship; 
ora “Happy Ending” counseling call, in 
which a “breakup specialist” delivers the 
news over the phone. Either way the compa- 
ny charges a flat fee of $50—an amount that 
200 or so customers a month are willing to 
pay to avoid the stress and confrontation a 
breakup inevitably demands. 

Not surprisingly, the bulk of the clients are 
post-college twenty-something’s—perhaps 
they met online or at a bar. “Maybe they 

didn’t have their best judgment when they 
got together and didn’t know an easy way

to get out of things,” says Ren. But mature 
adults and advanced professionals are also 
responsible for a substantial portion of busi- 
ness. A small percentage of jobs even 
involve improving non-romantic relation- 
ships—breaking the news toa friend or rela- 
tive about bad breath or offensive body 
odor, for example. 

“People are usually incredulous at the 
beginning of the phone call,” reports Ren. 
The most typical reaction is, ‘What are you 
selling?’ ‘Am I being recorded?’ ‘Who is 
this?’ You can hear the wheels turning in 
their mind,” he continues, This is where the 
information gleaned from research and an 
extensive client interview comes into play. 
“We are able to identify ourselves as people 
that know a lot about them and their lives so 
we're quickly able to turn that corner and 
get busy with the process. Believe it or not, 
we've never had a confrontational response 
from anyone,” he says. Then again, 
breakupservice.com periodically must turn 
away business to avoid potentially volatile 
situations—say, when an individual wants 
to pursue a divorce or seems likely to turn to 
violence. “We don’t handle anything that 
requires somebody of professional status to 
intervene,” says Ren, whose formal creden- 
tials are limited to a Bachelor of Science in 
Psychology. “If somebody calls us who's 
married we instantly refer that pe person to an 
attorney. Or somebody that’s ina relation- 
ship where a crime has occurred or has a 
fear of being assaulted. We advise them of 
what different avenues they should pursue 
because it’s a more serious situation than we 
are qualified to deal with.” Yet, for an addi- 
tional fee, the company will perform what it 
calls mediation services—picking up com- 
pact discs, clothing or other property that is 
commonly left behind with a former partner 
and no longer accessible to the client. “We 
had to recover an iguana for a guy who had 
neglected to take it when he left and was 
unable to contact his former girlfriend,” says 
Ren. In extreme cases, breakupservice.com

can even relocate a client, albeit for a sub- 
stantial price. “It’s a turnkey service where 
you can wake up one morning in your 
house, go to work and come home to a new 
address—all your stuff has been moved and 
you can start over,” he continues. 

As one might expect, the company’s busi- 
ness cycle is very predictable with inquiries 
spiking around all the gift-giving holidays— 
Valentine’s Day and Christmas in particular. 
According to Ren, the percentage of male to 
female clients is roughly fifty-fifty, with 
females contracting for a slight majority of 
the jobs because some guys just don’t get it. 
“I’ve found that women don’t have a prob- 
lem pulling the trigger, but guys have a 
problem hearing it and they don’t take it 
seriously or they don’t believe them or don’t 
think they've thought it through,” he says. 
To date, breakupservice.com hasn't had 
much trouble attracting customers even 
though its only advertising vehicle—meant 
literally, in this case—is a sign on the family 
car displaying the Web address. The compa- 
ny has attracted clients through national 
media coverage and subsequent word-of- 
mouth. It currently employs six representa- 
tives outside the San Francisco Bay area 
where the home office is located. In the near 
future, Ren and Deanna hope to work outa 
partnership with match.com (a large online 
dating site based in Richardson, Texas), and 
ultimately sell out to a media conglomerate 
like match.com’s parent company, 
InterActiveCorp. “We want to grow to the 
point where we're attractive toa company 
like that and they can integrate us into their 
service,” says Ren. 

In the meantime, Ren and Deanna—who, as 
executive vice president and chief “breakup 
specialist” works full-time to deliver the 
bulk of the bad news—continue to plug 
away, breaking up one relationship ata 
time. “You learn how to diffuse emotions 
more effectively once you’ve experienced 
the situation,” notes Ren. “Our corporate 
philosophy is to leave both parties in a better 
place than they were before they contacted 
us. It’s always our intention to smooth the 


edges of a bad situation.”
